Doc Miller was a lifelong resident of the small farming community 
of North English, lowa and a man of many pursuits. He led a very 
interesting life, graduating from the University of lowa and serving in 
the Army during WWII. Larry returned to North English to practice 
medicine with his father, Lawrence and begin a family with his high 
school sweetheart Johnette. 


In 1960, while attending a medical conference in Denver with Dr. 
, Howard Carter, he began collecting with his first purchase of a 1907 
la ee! High Relief $20 Saint Gaudens. After graduating from U of | Medical 
School with Howard (who purchased the “Oat Bin Hoard”) they 
often spoke thru the evening about coins and currency. They enjoyed many trips around the Midwest 
frequenting coin and currency shows and auctions, often with one or more of his children. In the 
early 70’s he began collecting lowa National Bank notes and never stopped pursuing that “one town’ 
he just had to have. John Hickman was also a major incentive in his craving for lowa Nationals and 
Larry, with his thirst of knowledge and history, conversed and absorbed as much information from 
John as he could. Learning all the history of those small towns and banks was what actually kept him 
collecting for many years to follow. In the last eight years of collecting, he developed a great rapport 
and valued the expertise of Micky Shipley as he continued to find more notes for his collection

In addition to being an avid currency collector, Larry was involved in his community and committed 
to education serving on the county and local school board. He was a dedicated conservationist and 
outdoorsman who enjoyed fishing in Northern Minnesota, farming and planting trees and gardening 
on his farm, collecting geodes and agates, and spending as much time as possible with his devoted 
wife, five children and many grandchildren. 


He practiced medicine in rural lowa for over forty years, working long hours every day of the week. 
Larry delivered over three-thousand babies and made house calls over a four county area. In spite of 


his busy life, he always managed to find time to talk to other collectors and read about currency. 


We truly hope you enjoy looking at this marvelous and beautiful collection.

Unable to continue as a note issuing bank due 
to the Government’s policy to restrict note issuers to char- 
tered banks not engaging in any other business but banking, 
Thomas and William Molson applied for a license in March 
of 1839 to engage in the general banking business. Although 
many of their notes were already in circulation, the applica- 
tion was turned down, with the government concluding 
that it was not in keeping with the spirit of the law (no pun 
intended), as the Molson’s “were already being engaged in 
extensive business as brewers and distillers.” It was not until 
1853 that the Molsons could enter the banking business, 
this time under the Free Banking Act. Within two years the 
enterprise had received a provincial charter, under which it 
operated until its 1925 takeover by the Bank of Montreal. All 
of the pre-1903 issues are scarce in all grades, and many of 
the post 1903 specimens are extremely difficult to obtain in 
the higher grade ranges. This note, for example, is priced in 
Charlton only in the Good through Fine grades. PMG Very 
Good 10, actually a better note for the grade than can be 
expected.

After extreme pressures 
and delay, the bank managed to renew its charter in 1883 
and almost unbelievably, again on June 24, 1891.

We have handled a number of these items which were 
extremely rare until about six years ago when a small group 
(our best guess is about a dozen) turned up. This is one of 
those $16 notes. At the time, we sold three of those pieces in 
one sale, with the following description, “The entire issue 
is unpriced in Newman and noted as “Extremely Rare’ in 
Friedberg. Until this small group appeared, no examples 
were known of this $16 denomination, and the other denom- 
inations ($4, $6 and $8) were represented by one to three 
of each.

A fantastic new discovery which represents the only cur- 
rency ever seen from this early Florida settlement. In 1868, 
firearms manufacturer James Warner moved his family 
to Manatee County, Florida, where he hoped to regain his 
health. He built a home on the Manatee River before dying 
about a year after his arrival. In 1884, a son, Warburton S. 
Warner, founded a town which he christened “Palma Sola,” 
on a portion of his family’s land. He promoted it as “the 
youngest and largest town in Florida made up largely of New 
England people, where no liquor is sold.” The name Palma 
Sola commemorated a single tall date palm that dominated 
the skyline on nearby Snead Island. Palma Sola was suc- 
cessful at first, consisting of a sawmill, the two story Palma 
Sola Hotel, a general store said to be the largest between 
Cedar Key and Key West, and an ice house, but Warburton 
Warner's hopes were never truly realized, as the town went 
into decline after the sawmill was destroyed by fire. Warner’s 
home, “Sans Terre,” still stands on the shore of the Manatee 
river a short distance to the east of old Palma Sola. This 
note, with its vignettes of the sawmill and the lone palm, 
dates from the 1880's heyday of Palma Sola, and is the only 
piece of scrip known from this short lived venture. PMG

The PMG holder lists the spelling of the last name of the 
signer of this piece as Stots, as was believed for many years, 
however the signer was actually Samuel Stotz. Some surviv- 
ing examples were signed by both Samuel Stotz and Conrad 
Kreuser, but as is often the case, these notes were signed sole- 
ly by Stotz. Brother Samuel Stotz (Dec. 20, 1752-Sep. 5, 1820) 
was very involved in church affairs and served in a variety of 
capacities over the years. On June 16, 1785 he was appointed 
as the first fire-master. He was also very involved in a large 
water system project. Stotz served as the first Warden, or 
Treasurer, of the Salem Congregation beginning in 1797. An 
attractive uncut pair, these well margined and well signed 
pieces printed on laid paper are graded by PMG as About 
Uncirculated 55 EPQ.

The Bank of the State of South Carolina 


Our Memphis Signature Currency Auction in June 2010 included a number of large lots of Obsoletes issued by the Bank of the State of 
South Carolina. The notes differed from most examples previously seen because they helped not only tell the story of the bank, but also of 
banking in the United States before and after the Civil War. 


The Bank of the State of South Carolina, wholly owned by the State of South Carolina, was chartered in 1812. It also served as the fiscal 
agent of the State from its inception until the end of the Civil War in 1865. This was a unique arrangement in the South and the notes 
were considered State issues because they were fully backed by the State of South Carolina. Due to that fact, the U.S. Supreme Court 
upheld a decision after the war that the bank could not enter into bankruptcy, but must instead pay off its obligations. 


The City of Charleston's downtown district was largely destroyed by a fire in 1838. That same year, the Bank of the State of South Carolina 
moved to the northwest corner of Broad and State Streets. In order to rebuild the city, the bank loaned $2,500,000. The money was bor- 
rowed on bonds of the State that were guaranteed by the bank and were known as the Fire Loan Bonds and also stock known as the Fire 
Loan Stock. Dabney, Morgan & Co., a London banking firm, provided the majority of the funds. J.P. Morgan was a partner in the firm. 


In the 1840s in particular, during the ten years that Franklin Harper Elmore served as president of the bank, there were many outspoken 
critics who sought to destroy the institution. By that time, the Bank of the State of South Carolina had grown considerably in terms of 
both size and influence. Chief among the detractors was Christopher G. Memminger. Although Memminger later became the first sec- 
retary of the treasury for the Confederate States of America, he was serving as the chairman of the Ways and Means Committee of South 
Carolinas House of Representatives during this time period. Additionally, Memminger was a director of the Planters and Mechanics Bank 
in Charleston. 





Elmore and his opponents in the anti-bank faction waged battle against each other over the course of years. Many of their actions were 
quite public in an attempt to influence public opinion in the matter as well, whether it was the issuance of pamphlets or letters submitted 
to the newspapers. Unfortunately for the bank, one of the directors was fraudulently delinquent and cost the bank a large sum of money. 
That information was seized upon by the banks critics who charged the bank was corrupt. Other personal loans would later lead to addi- 
tional cries against the bank. 


A special committee was charged with studying whether the bank should be abolished. One of their primary concerns was the effect dis- 
solution of the bank would have on the state. European creditors held a large number of the fire loan bonds and the bank’s profits were 
pledged for the redemption of those bonds. Elmore argued that the credit standing of the state would be severely impacted if the bank was 
destroyed. Many were concerned that it would be a violation of faith to the bondholders. The battle waged on for a number of years, with 
the bank eventually prevailing. 


In the aftermath of the Civil War, as stated by J. Mauldin Lesesne in The Bank of the State of South Carolina: A General and Political His- 
tory, “there was a great difference of opinion regarding the currency of the Bank of the State. Ex-Governor Orr held that most of it had 
been issued to aid the Confederate government, and that the bank was not liable for such issues. He took the view that the bank was a 
corporation and that a creditor should sue for his claims as he would in any other banking institution. Attorney General D.H. Chamber- 
lain held that the state was liable for the bills of the Bank of the State and that the billholders had as much claim to the assets as the fire 
loan bondholders or any other creditors.” 
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Numerous court cases were filed and conflicting decrees were issued in an attempt to determine whether the banks liabilities were liabili- 
ties of the state. As previously mentioned, the Supreme Court held that they were. 


Dabney, Morgan and Company were large bill holders of the bank and had sought a restraining order in an attempt to prevent the bank's 
assets from being paid out. A receiver was appointed. The first several men appointed to the position had to be removed due to their 
poor records. Eventually Charles H. Simonton became the receiver. As J.V. Nielsen, Jr. stated in his April, 1955 article, “Post-Confederate 
Finance in South Carolina,’ published in The South Carolina Historical Magazine, “Numerous conflicting court decrees were handed 
down. In one instance, a dividend of 2 per cent was paid by Charles H. Simonton, referee, on certain bills which had been “proved” in a 
suit brought by Dabney, Morgan & Co. against the President and Directors of the Bank of the State of South Carolina.” 


A majority of the notes in the group lots being offered have oval stamps on the back that read “DABNEY, MORGAN & CO/vs./The Pres't

A number of the bills also display “CANCELED” stamps on the back from various county treasurers. As Nielsen went on to explain, 

“In certain instances, the bills were received, by court order, in payment of state taxes by county treasurers. But there apparently was no 
accurate record of how many bills were outstanding, and it was soon apparent that if they were received for taxes, the state would have 
no other revenue. Brokers were offering these bills for sale at a discount, so taxpayers could use them and, in effect, get a reduction in 
taxes thereby. Treasurers soon sought relief and obtained court orders which authorized them to receive them, tie them up in packages 
and mark them for identification, but not to issue tax receipts for them, pending court orders.” The United States Supreme Court ruled in 
October 1873 that the state must accept the bills for the payment of taxes. 


Questions were also raised as to the genuineness of the notes as there was fear that the plates were in the hands of officials that could not 
be trusted. It was believed by many that spurious notes were circulating. If a treasurer received questionable notes, they were submitted 
to a judge and jury who were to determine whether the notes were valid or not. “GENUINE & VALID/1880/JAMES C. COIT/COMMIS- 
SIONER/SOUTH CAROLINA’ rubber stamped notations are observed on some of the notes. 


The notes circulated beyond South Carolina as evidenced by the stamped notations seen on at least a few of the bills. A few notes exhibit 
a round red stamp from “DANIEL, FARNSWORTH & CO. BANKERS, MEMPHIS” and a partial Savannah, GA exchange office stamp 
is seen on the back of one note. As Nielsen explained it, “...South Carolina paper money bore a good reputation in the nation and was 
accepted at par when emissions of banks from other states were refused or taken only at a discount, often a considerable one.” 


One additional interesting fact from Nielsen is that the bank's bills were subject to widespread speculation in the 1870's and 1880's. “Capi- 
talists were buying them up where they could be purchased at large enough discounts. They apparently fared better on other Charleston 
bills than on those of the Bank of the State.” 


No additional claims or demands could be placed on the bank as of July 1, 1881, thus ending the Bank of the State of South Carolina. As 
stated by Lesesne, “it must be admitted that the Bank of the State was an institution of great financial strength and that it performed many 
services to the citizens and state of South Carolina. The fact that this bank was able to survive business vicissitudes and political attacks 
for over half a century indicates that the management was in the hands of men of high integrity and ability:

It is with great pleasure that we present below the outstanding collection of United States 
Postal Notes formed by our friend and numismatic colleague Nicholas J. Bruyer. The formation of this 
collection was one of Nick’s first numismatic endeavors, having started when he inherited a Fourth 
Issue note from the small town of Oregon, Missouri from his grandmother. This family heirloom kindled 
his interest in Postal Notes, which, before his groundbreaking research, was a series that was virtually 
unknown to numismatists. Nick’s four part monograph on Postal Notes was published in Paper Money 
magazine, the official publication of the Society of Paper Money Collectors, from 1973 through 1974, 
and, in your cataloguer’s humble opinion, is the most thoroughly researched and carefully crafted 
multi-part series ever to have been seen between the covers of Paper Money. At the 1974 ANA, Nick 
received the first author's award presented by the SPMC for his pioneering articles on these long- 


neglected notes. 


Nick's articles were the first to point out the connection between the final printing of 
Fractional Currency in 1874-1876 and the first printing of Postal Notes in 1883. As the Fractional 
notes disappeared from circulation, it became apparent that a safe, efficient and inexpensive means 
of sending small amounts of cash through the mail was needed. Nick's conclusion, that “If the postage 
stamp has been honored as the forefather of fractional paper, then so must Fractional Currency be 
revered as the progenitor of the United States Postal Note....Stamps, Postage and Fractional Currency, 
and Postal Notes were all transmitted through the mails for the payment of small sums of money. All 
were for the general use of the people, all payable to bearer. Yet, when the histories of paper money 
were written, the Postal Note somehow became separated from its compatriots” has now, thanks to his 
research of forty years ago and a new generation of Postal Note collectors, been undone. Postal Notes 


are now firmly ensconced with their Fractional compatriots as well established numismatic collectibles. 


Nick's collection contains a plethora of unique items, many of which were unknown to exist 
until this offering. The core of the collection was built by an individual named Gilbert Peakes in the 
1950's, with Nick acquiring the Peakes holdings intact in 1971. The Postal Notes in the collection were 
significant enough, with numerous Territorial and western examples, but Nick was particularly enthralled 
by the many proof, trial, soecimen and essay pieces, each of which is almost certainly being offered to 
the collecting community here for the first time. It is an honor and a privilege to have the opportunity to 


offer this marvelous collection, an offering which is unlikely to ever be repeated.

According to the National 
Currency and Bond Ledgers, the Comptroller ordered that sheets in their possession (Type 1 $10’s serial numbers 460-1234 and Type 
1 $20’s serial numbers 116-422) were to be cancelled and a new logotype plate be made without charge to the bank. A study of the dif- 
ferent major censuses for Nationals reveal that all reported serial numbers for this bank to date are for notes that have serial numbers 
above the numbers for the cancelled sheets. This makes this $10 the first and only note to be documented with a serial number within 
the range of the misspelling errors. It took over 80 years for one of these great error notes to be documented within the collecting 
community, even with William Philpott, the dean of Texas Nationals, living just three counties away when these error notes were cir- 
culating. A true trophy note in both the field of errors and Nationals and destined to be added to a great collection or to become the 
cornerstone note for a new collector.

Included in the lot 
is a letter typed on stationary from the Secretary of the Treasury dated June 14, 1933 that was directed to Mr. A.W. Hall, Director, 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing and states, “You are hereby authorized to furnish to Mr. James H. Douglas, Lake Forest, Illinois, die 
proofs, on die proof paper, of the face and back of Federal reserve bank notes of the denominations of $5, $10, $20, $50, and $100, series 
of 1929, taking his receipt therefor (sic) in duplicate.” The letter is signed by Secretary of the Treasury William H. Woodin. 


The letter is glued onto the back of the frame. In addition to those five notes, a $1 Legal Tender Note is also included. The letter is frayed 
at the margins, with areas of paper loss observed, and has a number of insect holes near bottom center. Importantly, none of the text is 
affected whatsoever by those issues. 


Douglas served as Assistant Secretary of the Treasury under Ogden Mills from February 1932 to June 1933. Douglas 
was also Secretary of the Air Force under President Eisenhower as well as Deputy Secretary of Defense. Douglas served in 
World War II and earned a Distinguished Service Medal as well as a Medal of Freedom in 1960 for his government service. 


The Proofs are glued to their backing, but the glue residue is quite limited and the appearance of the Proofs is excellent. We have never 
before seen any Proof examples of any Federal Reserve Bank Note, let alone a full denomination set, (or, for that matter, a 1928 $1 Legal 
Proof).

Considered by many collectors to be our nation’s first fed- 
eral currency, the War of 1812 issues were printed to finance 
the war effort against Great Britain. The “Second War of 
American Independence,” as some historians have called this 
conflict, was caused by an extended disagreement between 
the United States and Great Britain over trade tariffs and vio- 
lations of American maritime rights. With the demise of the 
First Bank of the United States and no provision for internal 
revenue taxes, the Treasury was left with meager sources of 
revenue to prosecute the war. In addition to the issue of fed- 
eral bonds, the Treasury created these circulating notes that 
were fundable into 7% stock. 


This $10 partially signed remainder is listed in Hessler’s An 
Illustrated History of U.S. Loans as X83c. Issued under the 
Act of February 24, 1815, the issue authorized immediately 
after the end of the War of 1812, this note was part of the 
total of $3,392,994 worth of small Treasury Notes under $100 
that were issued, with denominations of $3, $5, $10, $20, and 
$50. A total face value of $25,000,000 had been authorized. 


There were two varieties of the $10 notes. One design includes 
text in the right border stating “receivable everywhere by the 
United States in payment of duties, taxes, and public lands.” 
The other variety, the design being offered in this lot, simply 
states “ten dollars” within the right border. Edward Fox and 
Samuel Clarke were the signers for this issue and signed 
this piece, however this note was not countersigned. PCGS 
assigned the Apparent Very Fine 25 grade due to a small tape 
repair in the upper left corner and minor staining.
